I was awakoiird at I o'clock thin 
inoniliiK l>V u friRlitful cannonade. 
A feeppeltn had liccn alglitod about 
700 feet shove the town. I at once 
went oat tnto^'th* streets and for 
eleven hour»— from one hoar after 
nildnlttht u)itll nooR — I have *s«*rc*«- 
ly Ifft the Rconn of llu' nitastrophc 
I liavc cxijlort'd every one of the d<>- 
vastateil Htroets. So far I liiivi' 
found ten bombs In ten different 
streets. 

"It is impossible ss yet to get ac- 

rurate statlstiM. In my calculation 

tlieri' are abotit 000 houses slightly 
damaged ami about 60 boUseH near- 
ly destroyed Tiie number of TiC- 
tims is unknown. 

"In a stagle house I found four 
dead. One roodi was a chamber o( 
horrors,, the remains of the mang- 
led bodies being scattered in every 
direction. In the house opposite a 
hufhiind and wife, whose only son 
had just died in l)attle, were killed 

a whole family wiped out. 
"The Place du Folds, about where 
the' tragedy happened, surpasses in 
horror anything I ever saw. 

"When the Zeppelin ajipenred It 
tlin w searchllRlits over the city. Al- 
most immediately there followed an 
explosion, x.hleh was repeated 
thrice. Then the Scheldt fortH and 
Kuar4s started a heavy Are, but the 
bomb-throwi^K continued. The 
townspeople %ere alarmed and rush- 
ed into the streets in their night 
clothes. Most of them thouKht tlint 
tlie sie^e had lieKUli. 

"The dropping of bombs lasted 
abont twenty minutes. Four persons 
were killed at one spot. The bar- 
racks tof the 'Fifth regiment were 
damaged, as well as other barracks 
and the military hospital. 

It Is said that I he purpo.se of the 
Zeppelin wus to destroy tlie royal 
family by dropping bombs on the 
palace.

"Ur. Seaman, who to-day has been
